PRIMULA  OBCONICA  PLANTS

With  the  steadily  growing  business  in  general,  the  demand  for  our  products  will  also 
increase  and  make  the  Primula  Obconica  more  important  from  year  to  year.  Quarantine 
37  does  not  allow  of  importations  of  pot  plants  and  helps  to  enhance  the  value  of  this 
favorite,  alike  useful  as  cut  flower  or  pot  plant. 

Our  early  December  sown  stock  last  year  resulted  in  larger  plants  in  full  bloom  in 
November,  which  the  February  sown  stock  does  not  do.  This  permitted  of  far  better 
prices,  one  customer  reporting  retail  prices  of  $5.00  per  plant  for  a large  percentage  of 
his  stock.  This  early  sown  stock  can  be  had  in  bloom  from  the  latter  part  of  September 
on,  where  hardly  anything  else  in  blooming  pot  plants  is  available.  For  November  and 
later  they  can  be  grown  into  large  6"  and  7"  stock,  especially  if  planted  out  in  a house  till 
the  latter  part  of  September;  they  lift  easily  and  show  no  more  effects  after  10  days.  At 
Christmas,  in  full  bloom,  they  will  bring  a very  profitable  price. 

Plants  from  this  early  sowing  can  be  supplied  from  either  The  Large  Flowering 
(grandiflora)  or  The  Giant  Flowering  (gigantea)  strains.  The  large  flowering  strain  will 
produce  more  flower  stems  with  slightly  smaller  flowers  than  the  giant  flowering  strain.

Owing  to  the  higher  cost  of  producing  this  stock  during  the  winter  months,  we  are 
obliged  to  charge  a little  higher  price  than  for  the  regular  stock  readj^  about  June  15th, 
but  this  higher  price  will  almost  double  the  returns  of  the  later  sown  stock.

The  popularity  of  this  Primrose  has  spread  so  rapidly  since  we  introduced  it  in  1911,  that  a description  is  not 
necessary.  The  original  type  has  been  excelled  by  grandiflora,  a chance  seedling.  With  this  seedling  as  seedbearer 
we  have  crossed  obconica  as  pollen-bearer  and  among  the  thousands  of  seedlings  we  selected  two,  which  gave  any 
promise  of  improvement  and  seem  to  be  a distinct  species.  We  call  it  Schilleri  and  will  use  it  for  further  hybridisation.
